Tue Jupan Herald publishes some details 
anent tha proposed construction of the 
main line of the Siberian railway, which 
have been supplied to our contemporary by 
one of the eugineers who were despatched 
some months ago from St. Petersburg to 
definitely trace out the route, and who 
lately arrived, in company with two other 
engineers, in Yokohama, The Priccipal 
line will bear the name’ of*the Emporor 
Alexander II, and will be divided into 
threo districts ur vections ; that is to say :— 
Tho tine of central Siberia betweon between 
Tomsk and Irkutsk will pass through the 
cities of Tomsk, Atchinaks, Krasnoyarks, 
aod Irkutsk on Lako Baikal 2ndly.—The 
Zabaikal linu takes its course around the 


svuthorn odgo uf Lako Baikal, by way of 
Tehits, Nertchinks, Verne, Udinak and 
Strelingk. From the last-nawed . place 
steamboats will parform a regulgr service by 
the rivers Schilka and the Amour, carryiug 
both cargo and passengers as far as Boussé, 
passing by Tlahgrovka, the residence of the 
Governor General of the Amour territory 
(Priamourakya Oblaat), At Buussg the third 
section will commence tho third district, the 
line ‘of Southern Ussuri, which passes by 
Nicelskai and Rasdolnoi to the port uf Via- 
divostock, Thu entire distance trom Tomsk 
to Viadivostock ia about 6,000 versts: (a 
versts is two-thirds of a mile) of which 2,620 
verat will be travoraed by steamer, and 2,380 


by tho railway. The city of Ufa, 46. 60 N., 
56 E., is already connected to St. Poteraburg 
by rail, and the conatruction of the railway 
from Ufato Tomsk has. already been com- 
menced, Thus in a wot far distant: time 
‘Vindi:ostock will, by means of tho railway, 
be connected with Moscow and Petoiaburg, 
and fle Baltic will bo in communication 
with the Pacific.

I used to buy raw opium 
and soll it im small quant ties.- Sometimes 
I sold part of a ball. I-dealt in both Mal- 
wa and Patua upiuw. The opium ia Court 
is raw. I havo dealt in prepared Putna 
opium. The opiuin in Cuurt is not prepar- 
ed Patna Opiuin. 

By Mr Caldwell—I have never been con- 
nected with the. Police. I am net in the 
habit of attending opium cases, I havo 
nover beeu h.re before. The coutents of 
the tin-in Court havo just been taken out 
of the ball and pnt into the tip, Raw opium 
will buco at the flame of the opiyim lamp xa 
well ag prepared opiym, byt it emits a pecu- 
liar emell, Prepared opinn: will swell up 
into bubbles when applied to the flamo, but 
Taw opium will not, It simply melita. That 
is the ohiof diwinction between the two. 
Raw opium will not melt in cold water. It 
will give tho water the colour of tea, and 
the opium itself will turn yellowish. The 
opium in the tin has not been boiled at all. 
Thave been twice chargei with being in 
possession of contraband opium, Qo tho 
first occasion I was fined $300. and on the
